Britain’s New Ideas in Radio, Television 
and Audio Equipment on Show 


N THE PAST 25 years, radio has developed to such an extent that it now forms an elemental 
Jo of modern civilization and the great contribution made by the British radio industry to the 

innumerable benefits thus provided is recognized throughout the world. A cogent illustration of 
this fact is that while the United States and the Soviet Union can now place satellites in space, they 
rely on Britain’s unique radio telescope to chart their course. 

Coming down to earth, Britain’s export figures for radio, television and audio equipment since 
their inception are a firm indication of the high regard in which these products are held by other 
nations. Our exports last year exceeded £434 million and are running this year at an increased rate. 

The United States is the biggest buyer of British-made equipment for high fidelity reproduction 
of sound and this equipment accounts for more than 20 per cent. of our exports. 

The expansion of exports of British-made sound reproducing equipment has pls ced this product 
among our best-selling goods in just over ten years In 1947, exports totalled £} million; last 
year this figure has risen to £10 million; this year the industry are confident that this figure will 
reach {12 million. A study of the export figures, especially in some of the more competitive markets, 
for valves, electronic, etc., and radio, television, radar and sound reproducing apparatus for the 
first seven months of 1956, 1957 and 1958 show that Sweden’s purchases have risen respectively as 
follows: £496,075, £783,645, £1202,470; Western Germany: £487,598, £538,903, £735,905; United 
States : £487,909, £833,817, £1,058,655. 

The industry, through the Radio Industry Council, is currently showing some of the reasons for 
its continuing success at its Silver Jubilee National Radio and Television Exhibition, which opened 
on Wednesday at Earls Court, London, and closes on September 6. There was a preview for overseas 
visitors and other special guests on Tuesday. 


The 25th radio show is distinguished by most attractive designs in radio and television receivers 
and radiograms, making use of the latest transistor and printed circuit techniques, with some special 
emphasis on export models, as well as by lively demonstrations of all kinds, some technical and some 
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for entertainment. Audio equipment for high fidelity reproduction 
of sound, always included among the exhibits, is this year given 
a hall to itself, occupying a huge area on the first floor previously 
used by the BBC for its exhibition studio, scenery dock, dressing 
rooms and executive offices. Forty-five firms have sound-proof rooms 
for demonstrating the equipment in the manufacture of which Great 
Britain excels. 


For a start, let us take a look at the television products: 


Television Trends 


The show reveals what a change in size is occurring in television 
sets. Mainly, this is due to the general use of the wide-angle tube — 
in this the electronic beam, where it leaves the neck of the tube on 
its way to hit the screen, swings through an angle of 90 degrees 
instead of 70 as previously. This means that for the same size screen 
the tube can be shorter. Incidentally, the forerunner of yet shorter 
tubes is on the way —a 110 degree type. 


The fore-and-aft dimension of sets is also being reduced, however, 
by a widely adopted device of pushing the tube face through the 
surrounding mask-— instead of having the mask lapping slightly 
round the edge. The push-through technique also gives maximum 
picture area. Again, in sets using printed wiring the tendency is to 
do away with the chassis as we know it and to group a number of 
‘printed boards’ around the tube neck. More space is saved. (Cossor, 
Philco, G.E.C.) 

To make utmost use of these bulk-cutting features, some firms 
are adopting clever styling ideas, sometimes quite subtle taper lines 
for slimming effect, sometimes a bold conception like sticking the 
screen right ‘through’ the cabinet and framing it in a projecting 
‘picture frame.’ (Marconiphone, H.M.V., McMichael, etc.) 

The reduced depth is often associated with transfer of speaker 
from side to front— without increase of frontal dimensions. ‘lhe 
explanation is to be seen in a new shape of speaker, which may be as 
much as 8 ins. wide by only 2 ins. deep. The space-saving wrap-round

(bentwood) type of cabinet remains popular, but most firms offer 
alternate rectangular styles; even in a single range it is possible to 
find choice of contemporary, continental and traditional cabinets for 
one basic design. (Ferguson, H.M.V., Marconiphone.) 


For those who cannot be torn away from any programme, there 
are transportable TV sets with 17 in. tubes— there were already 
12 in. and 14 in. models. By combining neat chassis design with light 
but strong wrap-round fibre cases, smartly finished in washable 
materials, or by putting them in plastic and metal cases, makers are 
offering sets that can be carried from room to room without difficulty. 
In many areas they will work on extensible rod aerials that plug in 
the back. (Sobell, McMichael, Ekco, Ferranti, Murphy, Ferguson, 
H.M.V.) 


Easy Maintenance and Better Pictures 


One effect of printed wiring has been mentioned — reduction of 
size. Incidentally, having proved the system in the last two or three 
years, makers are beginning to take the next step — fully automatic 
assembly and soldering of the printed panels. (Ferguson.) Another 
effect to be noted concerns serviceability. 


Some firms use special ‘plated’ panels on hinges so that parts are 
quickly accessible and easily unsoldered. (McMichael, Sobell.) 
Another uses readily accessible screw fixings for the panels. (Philco.) 
A challenging idea, however, i is the development of the main panels — 
those in which, it is estimated, 90 per cent. of faults are likely to 
occur — into plug-in units. (Alba. ) The repair man need do no testing 
but just plug in a replacement unit. Faulty panels are returned to 
factory, and sealed, guaranteed replacements being supplied at a 
standard charge to the dealer. 


As regards television circuitry, progress is confined to detail improve- 
ments — though the effect on picture quality and steadiness can be

considerable. In particular, attention is being given to avoiding line 
raggedness, so that vertical lines in the picture are cleaner. (Ultra.) 
Direct synchronizing seems to be returning to favour, partly for this 
reason, although flywheel synchronization remains popular in fringe- 
type sets. 


Radio Receivers 


The printed circuit is now nearly the standard thing in radio 
receivers whatever the type of set. Makers have learned a few lessons, 
such as to keep heavy and hot components off the panels. Small 
battery and mains sets have had this form of wiring for some time 
now but, this year, the method is seen in radiograms (Argosy) and 
the large types of table radio. 

As with TV, radio progress is mostly in the line of styling. Some 
makers have evidently decided to give the table radio a new look. 
One idea is to give it a very wide, low cabinet, suitable for bookshelf 
standing or wall mounting, and made arresting with contrasting woods 
and metals. (Ferguson, Philco.) Elsewhere, a tall, thin, curved plastic 
shape can be seen. (Alba.) 

Most table radios are AM/VHF types, but usually there are three 
wavebands, VHF having taken the place of the short waves. However, 
there are also four-band models and these usually also provide a 
magic-eye tuning indicator and a superior speaker system — at prices 
up to £47 5s. For those not interested in foreign stations there are 
two sorts of VHF-only receiver — the small transportable for inter- 
ference-free casual listening and the de luxe table model, or console, 
intended to give high quality reproduction. 


Music While You Queue 


Small battery and battery-mains receivers are being made in yet 
greater variety — and at prices from about £10. (Stella) The compact 
mains transportable is being made yet more handy as a second set 
for the home by being given a built-in ferrite rod aerial, and is some- 
times in a wood easy-clean cabinet instead of the usual bright plastics. 
(Pye.) 

Gradually, the transistor handbag-size portable becomes less costly, 
but at £19-£24 it is still considerably dearer than its valve competitor — 
what makes it an economic proposition is its negligible current 
consumption; models run for months on a few units cells. (Cossor, 
Pam, Pye, K.B., Roberts, etc.) 

A market the transistor has to itself is that for truly pocket portables. 
(Cossor, Channel, Pam, Perdio, Vidor.) The trend here is to make 
them really luxurious little items in smart leather cases. Another 
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application where the transistor is specially valuable is in the car 
radio. It can be used in place of the mechanical vibrator to generate 
HT from the 12-volt battery; but it is also to be seen in ‘hybrid’ sets 
where the radio stages contain a new series of valves that operate with 
an HT of only 12-volts. (Ekco, Masteradio, Philips.) The transistors 
are used in push-pull output and provide adequate volume from 
12-volt supply — a thing valves could not do. So the whole set runs 
straight from the car battery without any of the usual power supply 
arrangements. 


Players and Radiograms 


Another transistorized product is the portable record player. 
(Cossor, Ruco, etc.) Radiograms are shown in the wide contemporary 
or continental style, with sliding doors, which seems more firmly 
established than ever. One virtue is that its ‘sideboard top’ is useful 
when mulling over the records. Most radiograms are AM/FM types 
and even the medium-price models generally have more than one 
speaker —or at least a medium-size unit with superior, high-flux 
magnet. 


Stereophonic Sound 


Stereophonic sound from disc records is, to the music lover and 
the technically-minded, perhaps the big event of the show which 
contains the first Audio Hall, with special display and demonstration 
facilities. Stereo on discs (we have had stereo tape records for some 
years) is an astonishing story for the suddenness of its coming, the 
way the international recording companies agreed on a standard 
system, the enthusiasm with which equipment-makers have produced 
outfits for all price levels and for the technical economy of the method 
itself. 

The idea of stereo recording on discs is far from new, but had to 
be shelved until techniques and gear reached the present high 
standard. The method consists of recording the two signals, not in 
side-by-side grooves (that would halve the playing time of a disc) 
but in a single groove. The two signals operate on the cutting stylus 
at right-angles, each driving it at 45 degrees to the surface of the 
record. 

Stereo models are to be seen on the stands of nearly every set 
maker and, certainly, among every display by firms specializing in 
hi-fi and/or electric gramophones. As an indication of the enthusiasm 
with which firms are taking up the new system, one specialist in 
record reproducers (E.A.R.) is introducing stereo versions of practically 
every model in its range —no fewer than seven players and three 








amplifiers. The price range is typical of competitive levels throughout 
~ stereo players at from {£21 for a single non-auto portable to about 
£70 for a compact console model; amplifiers at from about £10 to 
£30. 

A number of the stereo equipments are portable outfits, similar to 
the popular portable record players. 


Tape Records and Recorders 


It seems that stereo discs will increase interest in, rather than 
compete with, stereo tape records. Most of the stereo pre-amplifier 
units introduced for linking stereo pickups to their two amplifiers 
also allow for the connection of the twin magnetic heads of stereo 
tape players (Beam-Echo, S.T.D.). Most of the tape decks available 
for fitting into hi-fi installations make provision for the fitting of 
stereo heads. (Brenell, Truvox.) 

In general, the tape recorders offer improved value and also greater 
economy by giving acceptable quality at low tape speeds. Even the 
machines costing less than £60 provide several facilities hitherto 
reserved for de-luxe models, facilities that go to make the recorder 
a comprehensive and versatile instrument for those interested in 
music and sound. (Magnafon.) 

Often it is possible to mix two or more inputs and to hear by 
monitor just what is going on the tape, sometimes to superimpose 
one recording on another. These features, with pause controls, extra 
fast reverse and forward speeds and accurate footage indicators aid 
the editing of ambitious programmes. Nearly all the new machines 
can be used as straight-through amplifiers of radio, microphone and 
pickup inputs and can, therefore, be the nucleus of a comprehensive 
installation. 


Careers in Electronics 


Centrepiece of the exhibit organized by the Radio Industry Council 
with the help of the Northern Polytechnic and Wimbledon Technical 
College, is a working model of the radio telescope at Jodrell Bank, 
Cheshire, which will be the main tracking instrument when the 
United States make their second attempt to launch a moon satellite 
in September. There are also sound and vision recordings of Sputnik 
signals received by the Cambridge radio telescope. 

The technical training display shows how a youngster can plan 
his training from school or technical college and an inquiry bureau 
gives outlines of the various careers that are open at various technical 
levels and the best way in which each can be approached. 

Industry, research, the atomic and aviation fields, medicine and 
chemistry now rely so much on electronic processes that the qualified 
electronic engineer is assured of a job and an increasingly interesting 
one. 


Post Office Developments 


The Post Office, whose big research station at Dollis Hill works 
closely with the industry, has a stand showing the scientific work 
being done to help the public. One example is automatic telephone 
switching, devised to make wrong numbers more difficult to get and 
right numbers available more rapidly. 

Of particular interest is ELSIE, a half-sister to Ernie, the Premium 
Bond selector. Elsie is the Electronic Letter Sorting Indicating 
Equipment (see Board of Trade Journal, July 25, 1958, page 175). 
Letters pass before the eyes of the sorter who has before him a bank 
of press-buttons. When the sorter reads the address, he combines 
two buttons to select any one of 144 destinations. There is a special 
button which the sorter presses when the handwriting is illegible. 
Each machine costs £15,000, but it can sort letters at a rate of 600 an 
hour. Twenty are at present on order for the G.P.O. 


Amateur Radio Exhibit 


Tens of thousands of people are interested in amateur radio. Using 
home-built equipment often costing only a few pounds, they are able 
to make contact with other amateurs all over the world. Their interests 
are looked after by the Radio Society of Great Britain. At the exhibition 
the Society is showing all types of equipment from simple receivers 
to advanced transmitters. Members of the society will be at the stand 
ready to advise anyone wanting to join their ranks. 


How the Deaf Hear 


For obvious reasons, it is not practicable to mention every organiza- 
tion, but one particular ‘must’ before leaving is an unusual exhibit 
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Burwell Flora-Vision is an attractive decoration for the 
usual somewhat austere TV set. In fact, it is a fully 
telescopic indoor television aerial incorporated in a 
contemporary plastic flower vase with coloured flowers and 
leaves. It can be adjusted by the sliding rods (stalks) 
and is made by Burwell Products Ltd. 


staged for the Radio Show by the National Institute for the Deaf. 
They demonstrate to the hearing public what deafness ‘sounds’ like. 
Deafness, they say, is not always a matter of complete silence. Often 
the sufferer has to put up with harsh and distorted impressions of 
sound and imaginary noises in the head that go on day and night. 
The organizers have prepared tape recordings of normal speech and 
music, followed by the same sounds as they might sound to deaf 
people. 

Another exhibit is a ‘Hearing Level Indicator’ with which members 
of the public can assess their own acuteness of hearing at frequencies 
varying from 250 cycles per second (‘Middle C’) to 10,000 c.p.s. which 
is more than an octave above a piano’s top note. 

Modern methods of training blind people have enabled thousands 
of otherwise incapacitated people to do useful work. The London Fund 
for the Blind have a blind operator, Mr. E. J. Rix, working an instru- 
ment for tapping holes in the tube assembly of television sets. Normally 
he is able to produce 16,000 of these components a week. The machine 
is in no way specially adapted for blind operation.

British Pavilions at Brussels Have 
3 Millionth Visitor 


THE THREE MILLIONTH visitor to the British pavilions at the 
Brussels Exhibition passed through the turnstiles on Saturday; 
the total attendance up to closing time on Sunday last being 3,059,200. 

Visitors to the pavilions are now averaging over 30,000 a day, and 
on Friday, August 22, there was a record daily attendance of 36,767. 
The average daily attendance in May was 19,000; in June 23,000; 
last month 27,449 and so far this month 33,157. 


Council on Prices, Productivity and Incomes 


THE SECOND REPORT of the Council on Prices, Productivity and 
Incomes has now been published by H.M. Stationery Office, price 2s. 
The Council which consists of Lord Cohen (Chairman), Sir Harold 
Howitt and Sir Denis Robertson was set up in August last year, and 
began work in October, with the following terms of reference: 
‘Having regard to the desirability of full employment and increas- 
ing standards of life based on expanding production and reasonable 
stability of prices, to keep under review changes in prices, produc- 
tivity and the level of incomes (including wages, salaries and profits) 
and to report thereon from time to time.’ 
The Report is 39 pages long, and is illustrated by six charts. 
There is an Appendix on The Measurement of Profit Income. 


Decline in Inland Telegraph Service 


FIGURES SHOWING the big fall in the use of the telegraph service 
in the past ten years is illustrated by figures given in the ‘Report of 
the Advisory Committee on the Inland Telegraph Service, 1958,’ 
published this week (H.M. Stationery Office, 1s.). Ten years ago, in 
1947-48, 53-3 million telegrams were handled at a loss per telegram 
of 14:2d., and with an overall deficit of £3-2 million. In 1957-58, 
the number of telegrams was estimated to be 16-9 millions, with a 
loss per telegram of 48-2d. and a deficit of £3-4 million. 

By comparison with pre-war, United Kingdom traffic is now less 
than one-fifth of what it was then. Before the war, about two-thirds 
of the total inland traffic was of a business nature, and one-third of 
a social nature, but in recent years these proportions have tended to 
reverse. 

Nevertheless, the service ‘will have to be retained, at least for a 
number of years to come,’ the Committee concludes. 

Mr. Kenneth Thompson, Assistant Postmaster General, said last 
month in the House of Commons that there was no immediate prospect 
of increased telegraph charges. 


Exemption Application for High-carbon 
Steel Wire Rod 


IN tHE Board of Trade Journal of August 15 (page 308) it was 
announced that an application was being considered for the exemption 
from import duty of a type of high-carbon steel wire rod containing 
various elements. 

The weight content for ‘sulphur and phosphorus together’ should 
read ‘not more than 0:05 per cent.’ 


Renewal of Leather Quota from Dollar Area 


IN Notice to Importers No. 827, dated July 11, 1957, arrangements 
were announced for the import during the year ended July 31, 1958, 
of a quota of dressed and undressed leather of all kinds originating 
in and consigned from the following countries: 


Bolivia, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, Republic 
of Honduras, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Philippines, 
United States, Venezuela. 

The Board of Trade now announce, in Notice to Importers No 
873, dated August 30, that the quota has been renewed for a further 
year, to July 31, 1959, at the same amount as before (£2,200,000 
©.1.4.). 

Applications for licences should be made on form I.L.B./A to 
the Import Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, 43 Marsham Street, 
London, S.W.1. Page 1 of the application form should be completed; 
on page 2 only 4 (a) need be filled in; on page 3 and copies, the applic- 
ant’s name, full postal address and reference number, the description 
of goods (Leather, dressed or undressed), and the countries of 
consignment and origin should be inserted. 


The holder of a licence to import leather from the dollar area under 
this quota may apply for a further licence when he is able to produce 
evidence that orders totalling 90 per cent. of the value of the initial 
licence have been accepted by a supplier or suppliers in the dollar 
area. 


Licences will be valid until July 31, 1959. 


Imports of Raw Coffee Beans 


IN NOTICE to Importers No. 831, dated July 31, 1957, (see Board 
of Trade Journal, August 2, 1957, page 243), arrangements were 
announced for the import during the year ending August 31, 1958, 
of raw coffee beans, originating in and consigned from dollar sources, 
which are:

Application for Exemption From Duty of 
Some Types of Reinforced Paper

Changes in Export Licensing 
Control 


FOLLOWING THE announcement of relaxations in the list of goods 
subject to embargo when exported to the Soviet Bloc and China (see 
Board of Trade Journal dated August 15, 1958, page 314) the Board of 
Trade have made the Export of Goods (Control) (Amendment No. 3) 
Order, 1958, coming into operation on September 1, 1958. Copies of 
the Order, S.I. 1958 No. 1417, price5d., by post7d., are available from 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches. 
Export control is imposed on a few goods for the first time, but, in 
the main, the Order removes export control from a wide range of 
goods. The main changes are: 
(a) That control has been imposed on the following: 

Aircraft turbine engine fuel. 

Certain fluorinated silicone materials; certain liquid polymers. 

Boron carbide; boron nitride; diethylenetriamine. 

Vibration testing apparatus. 

(b) That control has been lifted completely from the following: 

Glass, certain plastics materials and siloxanes. 

Certain types of aluminium and alloys and powder; carbonyl iron 
powder; molybdenum carbides; A.P.I. pipes and tubes; certain 
types of wire rope. 

— pumps; certain types of wire and strip of copper and copper 
alloys. 

Apparatus for removing surplus stock from work-pieces; water 
lubricated bearings; diamond tools, dies and abrasives; dredging 
equipment; floating docks; oil well apparatus; steel works plant. 
(Control being retained on certain types of rolling mills.) 

Dielectric paper tissue. 

Synthetic rubber; tyres other than aircraft tyres. 

Nylon parachute cloth. 

Railway vehicles; soil compactors; turbines. 

Balances; crystals of lithium or calcium fluoride; temperature 
sensitive resistors; valve voltmeters. 

Balloons; optical curve generators; pH apparatus; railway signalling 
apparatus; spectrographic instruments and apparatus. 

Barium nitrate; crude coal tar; cumene; dinitrotoluene; ethylbenzene; 
furfuryl alcohol; glycols and their derivatives; hexamine; mono- 
Methylaniline; iso-Propyl ether; tetrahydrofurfuryl alcohol, 
titanium carbide. 

Diamond powder. 

(c) That amendments have been made to restrict the application of export 
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control to a much narrower range of articles within the following 
general descriptions: 

Iron and steel; metals and alloys (Control of cobalt and germanium 
has been relaxed to certain destinations). 

Ball bearings; marine boilers, etc.; chemical and petroleum plant 
and equipment; compressors, blowers and fans; furnaces; machi- 
nery for the manufacture of electronic vacuum tubes or valves; 
metal working machines; machine tool parts and accessories; 
metal cutting and wood-working tools; oil well drilling apparatus 
and tools. 

Locomotives, turbine; diesel engines. 

Measuring and counting apparatus; microscopes. 

Electrical machinery; X-ray apparatus. 

Molybdenum compounds. 


(d) In addition, due to the easier supply position, the opportunity is taken 
to free from control to all destinations the export of certain steel plates. 





British A-Power Display 
at St. Erik’s Fair 


THE BOARD OF TRADE is to stage a small display about Britain’s 
atomic power industry at the St. Erik’s Fair, Stockholm, August 30- 
September 14. Covering 1,000 square feet, the British exhibit will 
include a model of Calder Hall power station and photographs, 
diagrams and text illustrating British progress in the development 
of atomic power for peaceful uses. It is on loan from the United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority and was designed by Ian Bradbery, 
M.S.I.A. 

This will be the third display about the British atomic power 
industry staged in Europe this year by the Board in conjunction with 
the Atomic Energy Authority. The first, explaining the British 
atomic power programme, is in the British Industries Pavilion at 
the still continuing Brussels Exhibition and the second, which included 
much actual equipment contributed by industry, was at the German 
Industries Trade Fair in Hanover early in May. 

The Board’s atomic display in Sweden will precede a meeting on 
atomic energy being convened on September 18 by the British- 
Swedish Chamber of Commerce. Sir Claude Gibb, Chairman of 
the Nuclear Power Plant Company, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, is going 
to Sweden to address the meeting. 
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Home Cooking and Dishes from 
Abroad at Food Fair 


THE KEEN INTEREST shown by the crowds of first day visitors from 
home and abroad at the British Food Fair which opened at Olympia 
on Thursday (until September 11) provides considerable inter- 
national support for the theory about the best way to a man’s heart. 
There appeared to be as many overseas visitors as natives at the 
fair but there was no need for the family to stand back as, in any case, 
the 158 exhibitors from many parts of the world were not only 
showing their finest foods but giving away samples. 

There are exhibits from China, Australia, South Africa, New 
Zealand, the United States, France, Spain, Italy, Bulgaria, Western 
Germany, Hungary, Holland, Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, Roumania 
and Sweden and one of the biggest in the entire fair is the display 
arranged by the National Farmers’ Union for Great Britain. This is 
only fitting as half the food we eat (enough to feed 25,000,000) is 
now grown in Britain and while the English cheeses, the milk bar 
and the model egg packing station which form part of this exhibit 
could be said to emphasize healthy rather than exciting foods, Scotland 
livens the family table with some mouth-watering ideas, such as 
grouse (shot but a few days earlier) snugly nestling in cans into which 
a port wine jelly of old and rare receipe has been previously poured. 

The same firm, the House of Baxter, also provide pheasant and 
partridge, all canned in appropriate wine jellies and cock-a-leekie 
soup, not to mention vintage marmalade matured in whisky casks and 
left for five years. 


From London, Crawley Brothers show an iced drink dispenser — 
claimed to be the latest of its kind. This creates cascades of ice-cold 
fruit juice drinks, which swirl alluringly before the public. Of British 
design and manufacture, this dispenser is already in use in 25 countries, 
including Fiji, Christmas Island and Jamaica. 

The Institute of British Bakers’ show is well patronized by those 
keen to preserve the baker’s shop, and prevents this ancient craft 
from being mechanized and automatized out of existence. 


For the first time, sponsored by the French Government, L’Associa- 
tion pour la Propagande des Produits Agricoles (APPA), the French 
equivalent of the N.F.U., also provide a show which is designed to 
represent markets from Normandy, Brittany and Provence, and girls 
in national costume add colour to the whole. On display are wines, 
cheese, poultry and fish, fruit, vegetables, mushrooms and Perigord 
truffles and, above all, a daily supply of the lovely flowers for which 
France is famous and the French consider an essential accompaniment 
to good food. 


All the Fun of the State Fair 


At the American exhibit visitors can experience all the pleasure 
and excitement of a day at an American State Fair, and against a 
background of country scenes there are lavish and colourful displays 
of American farm produce. As Britain is the leading buyer of United 
States agricultural goods, all the foods displayed have been specially 
chosen to appeal to people of this country. 

Housewives will be interested in the wide variety of pre-cooked 
frozen foods, and American demonstrators are seen preparing 
attractive dishes with the minimum of time and trouble, and using 
some of the world’s most up-to-date kitchen equipment. 


Yugoslavia sends canned meat, fish and fruit, and the South 
African Stand gives an impression of the sunny spaciousness in 
which South African foods are produced, is lit by a new and special 
lighting system and, in addition to seeing a display of jams, vegetables, 
fish, wines, brandy, etc., the public are able to buy nets of delicious 
South Afrivon oranges. 

Other titbits at the fair include 25,000 samples of Madras curry 
powder by Mr. Vencatachellum, and Australian girls making delicious 
soup from kangaroo tails and ‘stuff meat with oysters and mushrooms 
to make “‘Carpet-bag Steak.” ’ 

China displays jasmine tea, sharks fin, birds nest soup, goose in 
juice and frozen hermit crab. Special grapes left on the vine until 
withered and filled with higher sugar content are added to ordinary 
Tokay wine and after double fermentation make ‘4-Butt Tokay 
Aszu’ which reappears in England for the first time since 1939 on 
the stand of the Hungarian Chamber of Commerce. 
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The appetizing array is of such dimensions that it is not possible 
to provide in this report more than a taste, but the organizers — the 
Food Manufacturers’ Federation Incorporated —- and the sponsors 
the Daily Express —judging by the enthusiasm already apparent, think 
there is every chance of the 1956 attendance figure of 502,000 being 
exceeded, with a good time being had by all. 

Many of the British visitors will probably concentrate on seeking 
out the delicacies of Continental Europe and the Orient. As a solid 
counterbalance to this modest approach to foodstuffs made at home, 
there is the fact that last year we exported things like meat and meat 
preparations; dairy products, eggs and honey; fish and fish prepara- 
tions; cereals and cereal preparations; fruits and vegetables; sugar 
and sugar preparations, etc., to the total value of over £100 million. 


Recommended Limits for Copper in Foods 


THE Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, the Minister of 
Health and the Secretary of State for Scotland have considered the 
revised Report of the Food Standards Committee on Copper, pub- 
lished in February 1956, and the representations subsequently 
received from the interests concerned. They accept the view of the 
Committee that the consumer will be adequately protected if limits 
for the copper content of foods which are consistent with good 
commercial practice are observed and that, in the absence of any new 
developments, it is unnecessary to give statutory effect to the recom- 
mended limits. 

They do not therefore propose to make any regulations under the 
Food and Drugs Acts prescribing these limits; the provisions relating 
to copper in the Food Standards (Edible Gelatin) Order, 1951, and 
the Food Standards (Tomato Ketchup) (Amendment) Regulations, 
1956, will however be retained. 

In the light of representations made on the revised report, the 
Committee have made some changes in the special limits recom- 
mended for certain foods and beverages. 

Note: The Standards Committee was set up in 1947 to review the com- 
position of food and to advise the Ministers of Food and Health and the 
Secretary of State for Scotland on measures for preventing danger to health, 
loss of nutritional value or otherwise protecting consumers. 


Northern Antique Dealers’ Fair at 
Harrogate 


FOR THE EIGHTH YEAR in succession the Northern Antique 
Dealers’ Fair will be held in the Royal Hall, Harrogate, from Septem- 
ber 4 to 11. This Northern Antique Dealers’ Fair, to be opened by 
the Earl of Halifax, will follow the lines of previous fairs with emphasis 
on old pieces of furniture of fine design and craftsmanship for the 
modern home. 

An important loan exhibit of early English silver and silver gilt 
from northern houses of historic interest and notable private collec- 
tions not normally available to public inspection will be on view. 

All articles, with the exception of those on loan, are for sale, and 
those sold will be replaced daily by fresh items. 

The vetting of each piece of furniture is carried out by an Honorary 
Advisory Committee of Antique Dealers who are experts in their 
particular branch of the business.

Drawback of Duty on Hydrocarbon Oils 


THE TREASURY have made the Hydrocarbon Oil Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 2) Order, 1958, which increases the rate used for determining 
the quantity of hydrocarbon oil in respect of which drawback is 
allowed as respects rubber tyres of certain kinds. The change applies 
in respect of articles which are exported, or shipped, or deposited in 
warehouse for use as stores, on or after August 27, 1958. 


The Order came into operation on August 27, 1958, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments, 1958, No. 1411.

Finland Orders New British Plant. Finland has awarded a 
£500,000 contract for free piston and gas turbine power station 
equipment to three British firms—all members of the Hawker 
Siddeley Group. The order has been obtained by National Free 
Piston Power Limited and the equipment will be manufactured by 
the National Gas & Oil Engine Company Limited, of Ashton-under- 
Lyne, and Brush Electrical Engineering Company Limited of Lough- 
borough. Obtained against strong continental competition, the 
contract is for two 6 mW. gas turbo-alternator sets and 16 free piston 
gasifyers of 1,000 horsepower each with all their auxiliary equipment 
The new plant will form an extension to the existing steam power 
station at Riihimaki, Finland (about 100 miles north of Helsinki) and 
will be the first free piston power station in Northern Europe. 


Electric Lamps for Iraq. Ascot Lamps & Lighting Limited, have 
received a contract for electric lamps which was placed by the new 
Iraqi Government through the firm’s agents in Bagdad. 


Britain Wins Large Australian Contract. The State Electricity 
Commission of Victoria, Australia, has awarded a contract for more 
than £5,000,000 to Babcock & Wilcox of Australia, a subsidiary of 
the London firm. More than a fifth of the work will be executed in 
the United Kingdom at the company’s headquarters. The contract is 
for boiler plant for the Yallourn E Power Station, the latest addition 
to the vast Yallourn power centre in the heart of industrial Victoria. 
Announcing the award, Sir William Leggatt, Agent-General for 
Victoria, said in London: ‘This is another example of the advantages 
of British firms establishing themselves in Australia. This new 
expansion in Victoria is a Commonwealth venture that will benefit 
Australia and Britain together. It will mean more power to us and 
more exports for the United Kingdom.’ Work on the plant will start 
in October. 


23-Storey Office Block for Southern Rhodesia. A contract for 
the construction of a 23-storey office block in Jameson Avenue, 
Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, has been awarded to Richard Costain 
(Africa). It will be the highest multi-storey building in Salisbury, and 
one of the highest in Africa. The cost is in the region of £600,000 
and the total area of the building is about 170,000 sq. ft. A unique 
feature will be above-ground parking on the first and second floors 
and ground to top floors will be serviced by four high-speed lifts. 
London County Properties of Rhodesia (Pty.) Ltd. are the owners 
and the offices will be occupied by Rhodesian Selection Trust 
(Secretariat) Ltd. 


New Electra House for Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia. John 
Howard & Company (Africa) Limited, a wholly owned subsidiary of 
John Howard & Company Limited, has been awarded the contract 
to build the new Electra House, a multi-storey building, in Salisbury, 
Southern Rhodesia. The value of the contract is £315,000. The 
architects are Messrs. Stenson and Hope, Salisbury, Southern 
Rhodesia. Electra House is being built for the Electra Trust, a 
subsidiary of Cable & Wireless Holdings Limited. John Howard 
& Company (Africa) has recently completed the new Charter House, 
Salisbury, to be occupied by the British South Africa Company and 
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Potential Customers

FAST DELIVERY EARNS DOLLARS 


The following encouraging news of one manufacturer’s 
| dollar export effort, and his determination to give service 
| was received this week. 


The firm concerned is Woodmet Ltd., of Dukinfield, | 
Cheshire, who are makers of Woodmet metal trays, | 
trollies and other domestic articles. The news is quoted 
as received so that the enthusiasm which seems to inspire 
| it is not lost. 


‘On Monday July 28 we received an order for Canada 
| for over 1,000 trays and 40 odd trollies. Packing was 
completed next day (in wooden cases, mind you) the 
goods were on board ship the following morning (Wednes- 
day) and the ship sailed that evening. 


‘Then on the Friday we had a telephone call from 
Kansas City, U.S.A., in the afternoon, would we kindly 
ship over 500 trays and 30 odd trollies, in cases, by | 
Monday’s boat from London. No trouble at all, Sir! 
And sure enough this shipment was on the high seas 
Monday evening. The same day we shipped 105 packages 
to Mexico, making a total of over 200 packages for export 
in one day. 


‘Right now we are preparing an order for New York, 
over 500 trays and 30 trollies, and another order for 
Los Angeles, 750 trays and 30 trollies.

British Firms Win {£4 Million Order for Brazilian Refinery 
Plant. British oil refinery constructors have won a £4 million order 
for equipment for a new refinery near Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, in the 
face of French, German, and Italian competition. The contract was 
negotiated by representatives of Brefcon, a consortium of oil equipment 
makers, with the Brazilian oil monopoly Petrobras. Foster Wheeler 
Limited are retained by Petrobras for the design, engineering, and 
supervision of the refinery. Brefcon is headed by Babcock & Wilcox 
Limited, the British Thomson-Houston Export Company Limited, 
Stewarts & Lloyds Limited and John Thomson Limited, are acting 
in a secretarial and co-ordinating capacity. 


Fish for Russia. The Board of Trade are now informed that the 
announcement in the Board of Trade Journal for July 25, 1958, about 
fish for Russia was incorrect. The facts are that 4,550 tons have been 
shipped during 1958 under contracts for 1958 deliveries to total

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Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in June 


SaLes BY wholesale textile houses were again quiet in June; there 
was the usual seasonal fall and the value continued to run at about 
5 per cent. below a year earlier. The first half-year as a whole showed 
a similar decrease and was in contrast to experience in 1957 when the 
value of sales had been fairly steadily maintained at about the same 
level as a year earlier. Retail sales of clothing showed a similar quieter 
trend in the first half-year; independent retailers (who are among the 
chief customers of the wholesale textile houses) reported a decrease in 
sales of 2 per cent. on a year earlier in the first half-year, as against 
an increase of 2 per cent. for the year 1957, in the women’s wear 
group of shops, and a fall of 4 per cent., as against no change in 1957, 
in the men’s wear kind of business. 

‘The fall in sales in the first half-year was fairly evenly spread over 
the main categories of merchandise. The only increase to be reported 
was in floor coverings, furniture and hardware, sales of which in 
the half-year were 2 per cent. higher than a year earlier. All other 
sections, covering women’s wear, men’s wear, piece-goods and nets 
and household textiles, showed decreases. 

Reflecting to some extent the lower sales in the half-year, stocks 
at the end of June were at a high level, being 3 per cent. above the 
already high value at the corresponding time a year earlier.

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Import and Export Prices in July 


THE TERMS OF TRADE improved slightly in July when the index 
reverted to 89 but it is too early to assess whether this movement, 
when compared with the fluctuations in the index in the past four 
months, is of more than marginal significance. The index of export 
prices was unchanged at 110 (1954=100) and that for imports fell 
one point to 98. 

Lower prices in July for some imported fruit and vegetables, notably 
potatoes and tomatoes, were mainly responsible for the seasonal fall, 
from 99 to 98, in the index for Class A — Food, Beverages and Tobacco. 


The index for basic materials also fell another point to 94. The decreases 
in these two classes were partly offset by an increase in the index for 
manufactured goods. 


The export price index for manufactured goods continues to be 
stable. With the exception of February, when it stood at 112, the index 
for this group has been 111 since August 1957. 


An explanation of the method of calculating these index numbers 
was given in the Board of Trade Journal on May 2, 1958.

United Kingdom Bids for Increasing Sales 
at Canadian National Exhibition 


by L. R. Rogers, a United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Toronto 


WHAT DOEs it take to attract nearly three million visitors each year 
to an exhibition staged in a country whose population, even now, is 
little more than 17 million? 


It takes a mixture of many things. It takes a lot of the old — and 
much of the new. It takes attractions as varied as an up-to-the-minute 
Motor Car Show featuring the latest in Canadian, American, British 
and European models, and a History of Transportation Show featuring 
cars of quite another era; daily fashion shows — and cattle judging 
contests; a Warriors’ Day Parade, this year expected to feature more 
than 45 bands and ten thousand marchers — and a livestock show 
featuring more than ten thousand animals. 

It takes, too, exhibits of the latest in washing machines, radio and 
television sets, furniture and fashions; exhibits from countries as 
far afield as Japan and Jamaica, India and the United States; a vast 
display of food products in the specially built Food Products Building, 
said to be the largest of its kind in the world — and a display of guided 
missiles in the newly named International Building. 

Add to this such events as the Canadian motorboat championships, 
the dog Derby, the flower show, the fireworks displays; features such 
as the Sports Hall of Fame, the Art Gallery, the Beef Auction Sale, 
the Band Contests. Add, too, the luck of being blessed with almost 
invariably kind weather and an indescribable something known as 
the ‘Ex’ atmosphere which can be appreciated only at first hand, and 
you have some of the ingredients that go to make up the Canadian 
National Exhibition, now in its eightieth year and claimed, almost 


certainly with justification, to be the largest annual exhibition in the 
world. 


Visitors from Many Countries 


It takes, too, a lot of organization. Not the least of the problems 
is that of accommodating the host of cars brought in by the many 
thousands of visitors who converge on the exhibition, not only from 
other parts of Canada but from the United States and from many 
other countries in the world. Parking lots around the Canadian 
National Exhibition grounds, housing thousands of cars bearing an 
incredible variety of licence plates, provide ample evidence, if 
evidence is needed, of the drawing powers of the ‘Ex.’ 

It takes, too, a lot of space. The Canadian National Exhibition 
spreads over more than 350 acres of ground — and the western out- 
skirts of the city, incidentally, have receded many miles further west 
since the first exhibition in 1879. So, too, has the surrounding country- 
side. The buildings now number 14 and range from the Coliseum 
and Agricultural Buildings, which date back to the original founding, 
to the new $3} million Queen Elizabeth Building housing a theatre 
and the women’s department, which were opened only last year. 





Even newer is the Princess Margaret Fountain dedicated during 
the visit of Her Royal Highness to Toronto last month. 


This year, marking the eightieth ‘birthday’ of the Canadian 
National Exhibition, the opening ceremonies were performed by 
the Prime Minister of Canada, the Right Honourable John G. 
Diefenbaker. The weather, for once, failed to live up to the occasion. 
But clouded skies and intermittent downpours did little to dampen 
the enthusiasm of the crowds who had assembled to witness the 
ceremonies. 

Apart from the un-typical weather, there was one other unique 
feature about this year’s ceremonies. They took place two days earlier 
than usual. For years, the Canadian National Exhibition has thrown 
open its gates on a Friday and carried through, Sundays excepted, 
for 16 days. And for years it has come close to, but never quite 
achieved, the elusive three million attendance mark. This year, in 
an all-out bid to top the mark, an extra two days have been added to 
the fun and the opening, staged on Wednesday, August 20, instead 
of the traditional Friday. 

Already the crowds are flocking in each day and will continue to 
come in their thousands, until the closing ceremonies late on Saturday, 
September 6, mark the end of yet another Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion. Each morning, for the early comers, the grounds are thrown 
open at 7.0 a.m. Each night, a mammoth fireworks display lights the 
waterfront at the close of another day’s festivities. Between times, the 
programme of events and attractions can justifiably be claimed to 
provide something for everyone. 

Apart from choosing between the attractions of sporting events, 
amusement fun and thrills, band concerts and contests, fashion shows, 
livestock exhibits, parades, displays, shows and competitions, the 
visitor has the opportunity of viewing a host of consumer products 
and capital goods in many of the Canadian National Exhibition buildings. 
The Food Products Building, for instance, housing exhibits of every 
conceivable variety of foodstuff; the Automotive Building with its 
displays of cars, trucks and tractors; the Electrical Building with 
radio sets and television sets, washing machines and air conditioners, 
tape recorders and floor polishers, and a host of other appliances; 
the Manufacturers’ Building with everything from greeting cards to 
furniture; and the General Exhibits Building with by far the widest 
variety of exhibits, ranging from nylon stockings to septic tanks. 


United Kingdom Products on View 


British products are in evidence in most of these buildings. In the 
Food Products Building, for example, are to be found such well-known 
names as Peek Frean and McVitie & Price. Aspro are to be found 


there, too, offering a much-in-demand free headache service. Josiah

Although British motor cars are now mainly displayed in Canada at 
the annual Sportsmen’s Show, English-built Ford cars and Vauxhalls 
are to be seen in the Automotive Building. Other British products 
on display at this 1958 Canadian National Exhibition include kitchen 
utensils and gadgets, motor car accessories, gyroscopic toys, art 
moulding kits, chinaware, glassware, cutlery, biscuits, confectionery, 
cleaning products, drafting instruments and collapsible containers. 

But the biggest collection of British products is to be seen in the 
Governments Building where is to be found, too, the official Board 
of Trade exhibit. Here also are mounted displays by several other 
overseas governments, including Australia, Holland, India, Japan 
and the United States—the latter participating at the Canadian 
National Exhibition in this way for the first time — along with displays 
by individual firms from Denmark, France, Germany, Italy, Norway, 
Sweden and Switzerland. 

An innovation at this year’s Canadian National Exhibition was the 
prior opening of the Governments Building, along with the Inter- 
national Building, to trade visitors exclusively, on the two days 
preceding the public opening of the Exhibition. 

This was done with the object of providing trade buyers, importers 
and others with the opportunity to meet overseas manufacturers and 
their representatives free from the distractions inevitable during 
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public days. It is hoped in this way to build up something of an 
international trade fair within the exhibition. 

Within the Governments Building, individual British displays 
include Doulton and Spode china, Huntley & Palmer biscuits, 
Viyella fabrics, Thornley Engineering collapsible containers and 
Villa Laboratories cleaning preparations. 


Accent on Consumer Goods 


The Board of Trade exhibit, the sixth successive United Kingdom 
Government display at the Canadian National Exhibition, is to be 
found in its usual location and occupies some 2,400 square feet. This 
year the accent is on consumer goods. The exhibits, which were 
selected by the Council of Industrial Design, with the major emphasis 
on pottery, glassware, cutlery, furnishing fabrics, carpets, sports 
goods and travel goods, are displayed in a setting designed by Mr. 
Leslie Gooday, A.R.I.B.A., M.S.1.A. The display, which features 
the products of some 130 manufacturers and consists of more than 
300 individual items, has already attracted many complimentary 
comments. 


A large proportion of the goods being shown are items which are 
already available in Canadian shops, and it is hoped that this display, 
which is being publicized by press, radio and television advertising, 
and which is likely to be seen by more than 400,000 visitors who are 
expected to pass through the building, will stimulate additional 
sales of these products. Staff are on hand at all times to advise inquirers 
where they may be bought. 

Other products being shown have been supplied by manufacturers 
anxious to break into the Canadian market. Already, as a result of 
the opening of the building to trade visitors, potential agents or 
distributors have shown initial interest in some of these items. It is 
hoped that the remaining period of the exhibition will give rise to 
further interest of this sort as well as providing a useful guide to 
Canadian consumer acceptance of these products.

Iran and United Kingdom 


A DELEGATION of Iranian officials has been in London for the past 
few weeks and has reached agreement with British officials on the 
provisional text of a Treaty of Commerce, Establishment and Naviga- 
tion between Iran and the United Kingdom. The text will now be 
submitted to the respective Governments for their consideration. 

Note: The texts of Treaties are not published until they have 
been signed, when they are issued as White Papers. Commercial 
Treaties normally cover such matters as rights of nationals and 
companies of one country to set up and carry on business in the other 
country. They also usually include provisions about the non-dis- 
criminatory application of tariff and other charges and import quotas. 
Provisions on ‘navigation’ relate to the treatment to be accorded to 
ships and their passengers and cargoes and generally to the carrying 
on of the business of shipping. The last full-scale Commercial Treaty 
concluded by the United Kingdom was with Siam in 1937. 


Poland and Indonesia 
A TRADE AGREEMENT between the Polish People’s Republic and 
the Republic of Indonesia was signed in Djakarta on August 7, 
1958. 

Poland will export to Indonesia ships and shipyards, complete 
industrial plants and factories, machinery, electrical equipment and 
building materials, agricultural machinery, tractors and other goods. 

Indonesia will export to Poland rubber, copra, tin, palm oil, fibres, 
tea, coffee, tobacco and other commodities. 


United Kingdom-Argentina Agreement on‘ 
Exhibition Tax on British Films 


AGREEMENT has been reached between the United Kingdom and 
Argentina regarding the payment of the Argentine exhibition tax 
on British films. The Argentine authorities have agreed to allow 
35 British feature films, either dubbed or sub-titled, to be exhibited 
in Argentina without payment of the tax during the 12 month period 
from April 1, 1958, to March 31, 1959.

SOUTHERN RHODESIA 
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Changes in Currency Regulations 
and Import Levies 


By AN ACT passed on May 29, 1958, the Icelandic Government 
brought into effect a number of new economic measures, principally 
designed to assist the fishing and other export industries but involving 
changes in the foreign exchange system and in the payment of special 
fees on imports. Among other things, the Act makes provision for the 
payment of premiums at varying rates on the export of fish and other 
commodities, and on certain invisible transactions, for the collection 
of fees on all sales of foreign exchange for imports and invisible 
transactions, and for payment of special fees on certain specified 
imports. 

The revised exchange and import fees replace those introduced by 
the Act of December 22, 1956, details of which were published in 
the Board of Trade Journal on May 3, 1957. They are payable in 
addition to any customs duties or sales taxes to which the imports 
are otherwise subject. They are as follows: 


A. Exchange Conversion Fees 


The following charges are collected by the banks on all sales of 
foreign exchange: 


1. On Imports (CALCULATED ON THE F.O.B. VALUE OF THE GoopDs). 
(a) 30 per cent. on basic consumer goods. These include certain 
vegetables, flour, coffee, tea, sugar, salt, certain oils, news- 
print, cotton yarn and fabrics, some hosiery goods and rubber 
footwear. 
(b) 55 per cent. on all other imports. 


It should be noted that these charges are included in determin- 


ing the value of goods for purposes of ad valorem duty and for 
sales taxes. 


2. ON INVISIBLE TRANSACTIONS. 
(a) 30 per cent. on students’ expenses and medical expenses. 
(b) 55 per cent. on all other transactions. 


B. Special Import Fees 


Special import fees of 62 per cent., 40 per cent. and 22 per cent. 
are levied on certain luxury and semi-luxury goods. These fees, which 
are collected by the Customs together with the import duty, are 
calculated on the duty paid value of the goods (which includes the 
exchange charge) plus a surcharge of 10 per cent., i.e. the value of 
the goods on which the special fees are charged is 110 per cent. of 
the aggregate of the c.i.f. value of the goods for customs purposes, 
the exchange charge, and customs duties. 


The principal categories of goods covered by cach rate of fee are 
as follows: 


62 per cent.: certain spices, carpets, artificial silk stockings, 
office machines, cookers, ironing machines, washing machines, 
mixing machines, refrigerators, vacuum cleaners and various 
other domestic appliances, wireless receivers, bicycles, watches 
and clocks, lamps, dried vegetables, flower bulbs, meat extracts, 
syrup, preserved fruit and vegetable, tomato ketchup, soups 
and fruits. 


40 per cent.: honey, baking powder, yeast, paper goods, station- 
ery, etc., ornaments, ice-cream machines, gramophones, 
eiderdowns, feathers, sponges, onions, flower seeds, corks and 
cork goods, umbrellas, artificial flowers, glass bottles, various 
types of hardware such as scissors, files, hooks, taps, etc., 
flashlights, optical goods, measuring tapes, tape recorders. 
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22 per cent.: kitchen utensils, tools and implements, vacuum 
flasks. 


In general, the goods now liable to the special import fees of 62 per 
cent., 40 per cent. and 22 per cent. are those previously liable to 
import fees of 80 per cent., 55 per cent. and 35 per cent. respectively 
(see Board of Trade Journal of May 3, 1957) and the goods which 
were previously liable to the import fees of 11 per cent. and 8 per cent. 
are now exempt from special import fees (though not, of course, from 
the exchange charge under A above). 


C. Special Fee on Imported Automobiles and Motor Cycles 


A special fee of 160 per cent. is chargeable on the f.o.b. price of 
imported automobiles and motor cycles. This replaces the 125 per 
cent. fee chargeable under the previous Act. A similar fee is chargeable 
on automobiles assembled in Iceland. 


D. Special Import Fee on Petrol 


A special import fee of Kr. 0:62 per litre has been imposed on 
petrol. This is payable in addition to duties and taxes previously 
chargeable. 


Import Regulations 


There has been no change in the import regulations. The free 
lists of goods which may be imported without a licence (a) from any 
country, and (b) only from countries with which Iceland has a clearing 
agreement, were published in the Board of Trade Journal of May 3, 
1957. Import licences are required for all other goods. 


Icelandic importers are required by law, before placing an 
order abroad, either to pay for the goods in advance, or to 
obtain a certificate from an Icelandic bank that the foreign 
currency will be made available at the due date. This require- 
ment applies both to goods on the free list and goods for which 
import licences are required. The possession of an import 
licence is not in itself a guarantee that currency will be made 
available when required and exporters should ensure in all 
cases, before shipping goods to Iceland, that the importers are 
in possession of a numbered bank certificate agreeing to provide 
sterling for the goods in question. Failure to do this may lead to 
difficulties in securing payment. Exporters receiving orders 
necessitating production specifically for Iceland will, no doubt, 
wish to ensure that the currency certificate has been obtained 
before undertaking the order.

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Details of New Import Lists 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires send the following 
details of Argentine Central Bank Circular 3300, of August 1 (see 
Board of Trade Journal for August 22, 1958, page 414): 


The Centra! Bank has decided to resume the granting of exchange permits (official rate of 
exchange) and Customs clearance authorizations (free rate of exchange, to cover the import 
of goods which are considered essential and urgently required. 


Without prejudice to the consideration of a definite general system applicable to import 
operations which may be put into force in the future, the importation of the items included in 
the attached lists, from the sources mentioned, will be allowed, subject to the norms established 
below: 


1 -— Goods included in List No. 1 
(1) Registered firms only may apply. 


Applications must be made on Form 2659 not iater than the second working day subsequent 
to the conclusion of the firm purchase abroad and within the period established in the corre- 
sponding certificate of necessity issued by the Secretariat of Industry and Mining, indicating 
the volume, the original and duplicate of which must accompany the application. 


The holders of these certificates may effect the import through any registered importer. 
The latter must declare under oath, in the corresponding application, that the goods to be 
imported will be delivered to the holder of the certificate, who must in turn cercify that the 
importer has been duly authorized to act on his behalf. 


(2) Subject to price control, the Bank will issue two documents: an exchange permit (Form 
3773), to be liquidated at the official rate of exchange for SO per cent. of the volume and 
c. and f. value of the goods, and an authorization for Customs clearance (Form 3790 — Free 
Market) for the balance of 50 per cent. 


These documents will be valid for a period of six (6) months as from the first day of the 
month following the month of issue; an indemnity of 5 per cent. (5%) will be payable in accord- 
ance with the terms of Circular No. 2019. 


(3) In order to expedite Customs clearance, the authorities will demand the joint presentation 
of Forms 3773 and 3790 corresponding to each operation. For each separate clearance both 
forms will be made out simultaneously, with the approved amount in each, and clearance 
certificates will be issued, one for the official rate and one for the free rate. The full amount 
of both volume and value will figure in the corresponding Form 3536. 


(4) The import of goods included in List 1 effected in accordance with the terms of this 
Circular, are exempt from the prior peso deposit referred to in Circular No. 3116, nor do the 
provisions of Circular No. 3126 (Exemptions from Prior Deposits) apply. 

Other rules of a general nature with regard to exchange regulations are applicable. 


II — Goods included in List No. 2 

(1) Only registered firms may apply. Applications must be made on Form 2659 not later 
than the second working day subsequent to the conclusion of the firm purchase abroad and 
in the case of goods the importation of which is subjected to ad valorem charges the correspond- 
ing commercial invoices must be attached. 


In the case of items which may only be imported subject to the presentation of certificates, 
the holders of the latter may effect the import through any registered importer. The latter 
must declare under oath, in the corresponding application, that the goods to be imported will 
be delivered to the holder of the certificate, who must in turn certify that the importer has been 
duly authorized to act on his behalf. 


(2) Authorizations for Customs clearance (Form 3790) granted by the Central Bank will 
be valid for a period of six (6) months as from the first day of the month following the month 
of issue. An indemnity of 20 per cent. (20%) will be payable in accordance with the terms of 
Circular No. 2019. 


(3) In order to expedite Customs clearance, the authorities will demand the presentation 
of Form 3790 on which will figure volume and value in the usual way - and the same will 
apply to the corresponding Form 3536 —a clearance certificate for the free rate will be issued 


(4) The import of goods included in List 2 effected in accordance with the terms of this 
circular, will be subject co the prior peso deposit in accordance with the provisions of Circular 
No. 3116 (100 per cent. during 120 days), with the exception of the goods figuring under Group 
106 (internal combustion and diesel engines) which are exempt from this deposit. 


Other exchange regulations of a general nature are applicable as also are those relating to 
the payment of surcharges for certain goods as from the date of issue of Circular No. 2306. 


Ill - Cuno of Exchange Procedure - Return of Certain Applications in Possession of the Central 
an 


(1) This same system wil! be applied - insofar as pertains to the exchange markets through 
which the pertinent payments are to made - corresponding to imports of goods as those 
mentioned in the attached lists which the Central Bank may authorize by virtue of other 
exchange systems in force. 


Consequently, the corresponding applications, which the Bank have for consideration, will 
be returned to the interested parties so that they may be presented again in accordance ‘with 
the rulings of the present circular. 


(2) In the case of applications presented under the automatic system (official rate) which 
were left in abeyance as a result of the restrictions imposed as from May 2 last, these will be 
returned to the interested parties so that they can be presented again in accordance with the 
norms of the present Circular, if they refer to goods included in the lists attached, or if not 
therein included, for presentation when new circulars are issued covering the importation of 
such goods.

Proposed Re-classification for Duty 


THE UNITED STATES Bureau of Customs have given notice of a 
prospective alteration in the classification for duty purposes, under 
the United States Tariff Act of 1930, of certain cast iron wing nuts 
The notice, published in the Federal Register of August 20, reads 
as follows: 


It appears probable that cast iron wing nuts made of non-malleable iron 
are properly classifiable as castings wholly of cast iron, including all castings 
of iron which have been machined, but not made up into articles, or parts 
thereof, or finished machine parts, under paragraph 327, Tariff Act of 1930, 
and dutiable at the rate of 5 per centum ad valorem under that paragraph 
as modified, and that cast iron wing nuts made of malleable iron are properly 
classifiable as nuts of which metal is the component material of chief value, 
not specially provided for, not plated with platinum, gold or silver and not 
coloured with gold lacquer, under paragraph 397, Tariff Act of 1930, as 
modified, and dutiable at the rate of 20 per centum ad valorem if having 
holes or threads over 24/100 inch in diameter or at the rate of 22} per 
centum ad valorem if having holes or threads not over 24/100 inch in 
diameter. 


Pursuant to Section 16.10a(d) of the Customs Regulations, notice is 
hereby given that the existing uniform practice of classifying such mer 
chandise as nuts of wrought iron or steel under paragraph 330, Tariff Act 
of 1930, and dutiable at the rate of 0-3 cents per pound under that paragraph 
as modified, is under review in the Bureau of Customs. 

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views or arguments 
pertaining to the correct classification of this merchandise which are sut 
mitted to the Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D.C., in writing. To 
assure consideration, such communications must be received in the Bureau 
not later than 30 days from the date of publication of this notice. No hearings 
will be held. 


Reduced Duty on Hatters’ Fur 


THE PRESIDENT of the United States has issued a proclamation 
to reduce the duty on hatters’ furs, or furs not on the skin, prepared 
for hatters’ use, including fur skins carroted, classified under paragraph 
1520 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


As a result of an ‘Escape Clause’ action in 1952, the rate of duty 
on hatters’ fur was changed from 15 per cent. ad valorem to 47} cents 
per lb. (but not less than 15 per cent. nor more than 35 per cent. ad 
valorem). 


Subsequently, developments in the hatters’ fur trade have been 
periodically reviewed by the Tariff Commission to determine whether, 
and to what extent, the tariff modification of 1952 need be continued 
in order to prevent serious injury, or the threat of serious injury, to 
the domestic industry. 


As a result of the Commission’s formal investigation earlier this 
year (see Board of Trade Journal for February 14, page 378), it was 
found that the modification of the tariff concession was no longer 
necessary. Accordingly, the rate of duty on hatters’ fur will revert to 
15 per cent. ad valorem as from September 14.

THE SIXTH INTERNATIONAL TRADE FAIR in Tunis, which will 
be opened by President Habib Bourguiba, will run from October 18 
to November 2. The United Kingdom, France, Italy, the United 
States, Western Germany, Eastern Germany, Czechoslovakia, 
Morocco, Yugoslavia, Hungary and China will be taking part. The 
following countries have also expressed an interest and may participate: 
Libya, Roumania, Austria, Pakistan and the Benelux countries.

Britain’s progress in mechanized agriculture, scientific breeding, crop 
rotation, grain production, and the use of radioisotopes for agricultural 
research, 


In the exhibit area proper will be a display devoted to the dis- 
semination overseas of Britain’s agricultural knowledge. The main 
feature of the area will be six dioramas devoted to British research in 
technology, hydraulics, machinery, plant diseases, animal health and 
pest control. 


The exhibit will also include colour transparencies of some of 
Britain’s best livestock produce; displays illustrating afforestation in 
Scotland; the use of by-products of atomic energy in agriculture; and 
British discoveries in the fields of animal health and crop protection.
